Her record 
was 204 pounds of pure chemical fat in 
twenty-four hours, equivalent, so authori- 
ties say, to 3.67 pounds of market butter. 
'his is good enough for the Jersey.

D. H. Burrill & Co. of Little Falls, New 
York, state to the public how they preserve 
butter while yet in a granular form, by 
immersing it in brine, in large packages, 
in cold storage, and when wanted for mar- 
ket and use, mix, and churn it in fresh 
made butter milk, to give it a flavor of new 
butter. Where necessary to keep butter a 
length of time, this may be, and we doubt 
not is, a treatment worthy of trial, bat it 
need not be expected it will entirely defeat 
the approaches of old age. 


‘This season of the year is a critical peri- 
od in the care of cattle, and young stock in 
particular. Feed in field and pasture is 
gone, and the stock must now enter on a 
winter diet. ‘The owner has yet hardly ac- 
commodated himself to winter quarters, 
an@ there is still much outside work that 
calls for his atttention and his time. The 
result in too many cases is that the stock 
is not so attentively looked after as its 
wants at this particular time call for. Re- 
member that continued growth should be 
secured, for periods of standing still result 
in a loss of feed. 





The State College management, on ac- 
count of changes made in college building 
rents, have erected two neat cottages on 
the grounds, one for the head farmer, and 
the other for the janitor. This is a capital 
idea.

Cream to other solids the work of the com- 
mon dairyman does not enable him to 
prove, for while making butter the other 
Solids of the milk are not to any extent 
Concerned, while in making cheese the 
casine of the milk is the prominent con- 
troling factor on quantity rather than the 
Cream globules. Still, the theory of in- 
flexible relation between the two classes of 
Solids does not seem to be proved, and in 
the extreme feeding of the two cows re- 
ferred to, it would be interesting to know 
Whether a continuous relation was main- 
tained.

far away that no one has yet caught a glim- 
mer of its approach, or can set the time 
when it isto appear. Many hopeful men 
have been claiming through all these years 
of depression and unprofitable effort that 
the dawn of a better day was close at hand, 
and hopeful breeders and growers, braced 
up by their own interest, have adopted 
these declamations with a measure of 
faith, desperately struggling to bridge 
over the embarrassment and tide along till 
the relief should come. Said a veteran in 
the business, with his dozen pairs of steers, 
at a fair last fall, ‘‘Pretty hard business 
now, but there will soon be a better out- 
look.” Yet here stands the fact that year 
after year, in place of the wished for im- 
provement, prices have year by year gone 
down to lower figures, till at the present 
time there is hardly a value left, and a 
point has been reached below anything 
heretofore known. And yet the turn is in 
the hoped for future. 

That present conditions will continue 
indefinitely no one believes. But, mean- 
while, the steers are on hand, and if not 
kept growing will be doubly burdensome 
to the owner. They must eat. What 
shall be done, is the question pressing for 
a solution? If not made to grow and fat- 
ten, their keep will be a dead loss to the 
feeder. If well fed, certainly something 
will come from it, even if arise is not in 
store. They are not salable in present con- 
dition at any price. So the wise cause to 
pursue is to go at it at once, and so feed as 
to bring them up toa market as soon as 
possible, though that market should prove 
to be a low one. It is the only solution to 
the problem. There is neither room or 
time for hesitation. Fortunately, there is 
plenty of fodder for all the stock among 
us, and meal ischeap. Better by liberal 
feeding and intelligent care get the preva- 
lent low values for the stock fed and fod- 
der consumed, than to take the opposite 


and realizing nothing at all. So put the 
steers through a liberal course of feeding, 
and though it cannot be said that all will 
be well, yet it is true that such is the bet- 
ter course. There has been altogether too 
much of growing steers in summer only, 
und carrying them through the winter 
without gain. This is a faulty course 
when steers are high; it is worse when 
low. 





Farmers’ Institute. 


The Farmers’ Institute held at Bradford, 
Nov. 6th, was a great success in every 
respect. The meeting was held in the 
union church, which is owned jointly by 
the Baptist and Free Baptist societies, 
who appear to be a liberal and sensible 
class of people, as they allow not only 
other religious denominations to share the 
benefits of their remarkably well-furnished 
and arranged house, but any other organi- 
zations who are engaged in any good work 
that will be likely to advance the welfare 
of the citizens of the town and surrounding 
country. 

The speakers, who had attended the 
meeting the day before at Foxcroft, arrived 
promptly at 10 o’clock A. M., and the 
meeting was called to order by the member 
of the Board from Penobscot county, and 
the meeting was opened with singing by 
the choir. By the request of the citizens, 
who have already commenced an organiza- 
tion for the permanent establishment of a 
creamery, the leading subject of the day 
was announced to be ‘Associated Dairy-

Secretary Gilbert was introduced as the 
first speaker, and he took for his subject 
“Dairying as a Business,” and as usual he 
spoke in a most convincing manner, hold- 
ing out no false inducements, or giving 
any exaggerated and exciting statements 
in regard to the profits or the benefits 
to be derived by engaging in such an en- 
terprise, but still he had no difficulty in 
convincing the large number of intelligent 
farmers present, that, at the present time, 
if they were desirous of increasing the 
fertility of their soil, increasing the value 
of their farm stock, getting a better price 
‘for their butter, and relieving their wives 
of much hard labor, and themselves of the 
expense of marketing, there was no better 
business to engage in. 

Dairying uses up the products produced 
from the soil and returns them to the soil. 
Butter takes nothing from the soil that need 
be returned. The skimmed milk, or butter- 
milk, returns everything valuable as a fer- 
tilizer. Selling hay impoverishes the soil; 
selling potatoes has the same effect, and 
you are ubliged to go into the market and 
urchase enough fertilizers to balance. 
Don’t think that we advocate any remark- 
able accumulation of money from cream- 
eries, but we do say that dairying isa 
good business. Wherever you go, where 
dairying has been carried on, the farms 
have improved, and the farmers have made 
it profitable. Whatever we do we want to 
keep up the fertility of the farm, and 
dairying will keep up the fertility of the 
soil better than any other system. Butter 
isa cash product; a good article always 
commands a good price. The returns are 
prompt and sure. Sheep return the money 
only once or twice in a year; steers require 
four years to mature; colts five years be- 
fore they can be sold ata fair price. You 
can work your capital twenty-four times 
with butter, while you can use it in raising 
stock but once. Basiness men will tell 
you that they cando business on a much 
smaller per cent. profit where they can use 
their money often. 

The cost of transportation is much less 
than in selling the hay or stock. The 
matter of transportation is of great im- 
portance. Butter can be sent to market at 
much less expense than other products, 
and it commands nearer a uniform price. 
He had watched the market for many 
years, and no “article produced has main- 
tained so uniform and satisfactory price. 

While it may be true that we are, this 
year, getting a little less per pound than 
formerly, it must be remembered that we 
have been making, on account of flush feed 
throughout the year, four pounds i 
of three, and we are ing more profit 
from the four than we for the three. 

No man in a legitimate business has ever 
been able to become rich by the work of 
his own hands.

It cheapens the 
cost of production, as the best of machin- 
ery is used, and every appliance is at hand, 
giving the operator a great advantage, as 
he can accomplish as much as ten or twelve 
could without them, and relieves the farm- 
er’s wife of much hard labor, and makes 
farm life more attractive. 


Dairy Matters. 


The Conway, Mass., Co-operative Cream- 
ery secured the gold medal at the Bay 
State fair, offered for the best collection of 
butter in box, print and granular form. 
Every sample was pronounced perfect by 
judges chosen from the most expert butter- 
men of Boston. The company also se- 
cured two first and one second premium. 
This butter was made by W. A. Pease. 
The creamery product is the largest in that 
section, being 36,000 pounds a month, 
which is nearly all sold in Springfield 
Holyoke and vicinity. 

A bread and cheese sandwich, with the 
slice of cheese cut about half as thick as 
the slices of bread, is not only a *‘well bal- 
anced ration,” which we all love to talk 
about in connection with stock feeding, but 
is a wonderfully satisfying and grateful 
one to a hungry mortal, young or old. 
The nutrition of sucha lunch is greater 
than if the same weight of beef or pork 
were substituted for the cheese.— Farm, 
Stock and Home. 

If we could always get good cheese, we 
would eat much more. If we could have 
these half-skim cheesemakers penned up 
somewhere, we would make them live on 
their product until they made an affidavit 
that they would never make any more. 
Any fool can tell a skimcheese, but the 
half-skim fools the dealers, and they try to 
fool the people. It won’t work in our 
house.— Orange County Farmer. 

An interesting experiment, reported some 
time since by the Mark Lane Ezpress: At 
Aspataria College, Prof Thomp 
tested a well developed Irish cow about a 
month calved.

The butter of second feed was finer and 
of better color, though no more than that 
of first feed. The fourth feed was then 
adopted as the standard ration with the re- 
sult of a regular yieid of from 12 to 13 Ibs. 
weekly. e have met with one or two 
other experiments in which palm nut meal 
proved itself an excellent butter food. In 
the absence of this meal, we should advise 
the use of corn meal. 


Application of Science to Plant Culture. 


From a Lecture before the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society, by Prof. W. O. 
Atwater of Middletown, Conn. 


Permit me to recapitulate at the outset 
some of the fundamental principles of 
plant nutrition as applied to the ingredients 
of the food of plants, their sources, and 
their artificial supply. 

1. Plants, like animals, uire food for 
life and growth. A part of the food of 
plants comes from the atmosphere; the 
rest is furnished by the soil. No ordinary 
cultivated plant can thrive without a suffic- 
ient supply of each of a number of sub- 
stances needed for its food. With an abun- 
dance of all these, in forms in which the 
plant can use them, and with other circum- 
stances favorable, the crop will flourish and 
the yield be large. But if the available 
supply of any one of them be too small, a 
light yield is inevitable. If all the other 
conditions for a profitable crop of corn, 
tatoes, or other plants are fulfilled in the 
soil, except that h is deficient, the 
crop will surely fail; butif the potash be 
supplied, the yield will be abundant. 

: The most important soil ingredients 
of plant food—the ones that the atmos- 
phere cannot supply at all, or not in 
sufficient quantity, and which the soil or 
fertilizers must supply, so that the plant 
can absorb them ugh its roots—are 

mi iron, phosphoric 
acid, sulphuric acid, chlorine, and some 
Plants also take 
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abundant as because the materials 
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the soil, and rend its stores of plant 
food available, is often very important. 
Hence, cheap materials, like bone and plas- 
ter, are ey more profitable than 
manure or artifici a. odd 

9. Plants vary greatly w 
their demands for food, their capabilities of 
gathering the i ients from soil and air, 
and the effects of different fertilizers upon 
their growth. Hence, the proper ferti 
in a given case depends upon the crop as 
well as upon the soil. 

10. Theonly ingredients of plant food 
which we need to consider in commercial 
fertilizers, are potash, lime, nesia, 
phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, and nitro- 
gen. Of this list, magnesia is ge —_ 
abundant, even in “‘worn-out” soils. - 
phuric acid and lime are more often defi- 
cient, and hence one reason of the 
effect so often observed from the applica- 
tion of lime and plaster. The re:

their cost. 

11. chief use of commercial fertil- 
izers, such as guano, phosphates, bone, 
potash, salts, and special fertilizers pre- 
pared by formule for different crops, is to 
supply nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 

12. These materials are expensive, but 
the right ones in the right places are never- 
theless very profitable. But the same fer- 
tilizers in other cases may bring little or no 
return. 

13. Itis not good economy to pay high 
prices for materials which our soils them- 
selves may furnish, but it is economy 
to supply the lacking ones in the cheapest 
way. Farmers cannot afford to use com- 
mercial fertilizers at random. No more 
can they afford to have their crops fail 
when a small outlay for the proper fertil- 
izer would bring a bountiful harvest. And 
it is time that they understood these facts, 
the reasons, and how to make use of them. 

14. The only way to find out what our 
soils want. is to study them by careful ob- 
servation and experiments. Success in 
farming, as in other business, requires the 
use of brains. 

Soils vary greatly in regard to their 
needs. Hundreds of experiments show 
that the ingredients most often lacking in 
soils east of the Mississippi are first phos- 
phate, next nitrogen, and then potash. In 
many cases it is not the lack of any partic- 
ular article which makes soil infertile, but 
other circumstances. 

The feeding capacities of plants are most 
important, but we are deplorably in the 
dark as to why they differ. Leguminous 
crops gather nitrogen; why is it? Clover 
takes away much more nitrogen from the 
soil than wheat; yet it is much less depen- 
dent upon nitrogen in fertilizers, though 
this is contrary to what theory would lead 
us to expect. 

The question whether corn can gather 
its own nitrogen has been much discussed. 
Experiments bear emphatic testimony on 
this point. It has failed to respond to nit- 
rogen—it may respond, but not in propor- 
tion to the amount applied—when it would 
respond to phosphate and potash. 

The corn plant has shown itself capable 
of getting on and bringing fair yields with 
small amounts of the less costly mineral 
fertilizers, even in the worn out soils of the 
Eastern States. With this help it has 
gathered its nitrogen from natural sources, 
and holds it readily to be fed out on the 
farm and returned in the form of manure 
for other crops. In other words, the ex- 
periments thus far imply that corn has, 
somehow or other, the power to gather a 
great deal of nitrogen from soil or air, or 
both; that in this respect it comes nearer 
to the legumes than the cereals; that, in 
short, corn may be classed with the ‘reno- 
vating” crops. If this is really so—and 
this can be settled only by continued ex- 
perimenting—then our great cereal, instead 
of simply being a consumer of the fertility 
of our soils, may be used as an agent for 
their restoration. 

Four-fifths of the weight of the air 
around us is nitrogen; and the question 
comes up, can plants—can any plants— 
avail themselves of it? Boussingault and 
Lawes concluded that they could not, and 
that we are drawing for our nitrogen on 
the stores accumulated in the ground in 
= ages. But there are facts which are 
nard to explain on this hypothesis, and 
there is a feeling that, after all, perhaps 
they do get itsomehow. Microbes seem 
to be working over the stores of inert nitro- 
gen, and clover may favor the action of 
microbes. 

There is at present a decided tendency to 
accept the doctrine that some plants do 
gather nitrogen from the air. If this doc- 
trine is true, we may, when guano and 
nitrate of soda are gone, use clover to ob- 
tain a supply of nitrogen. 

I was much struck the other day by a 
forcible remark of a friend, who, in speak- 
ing of farmers’ clubs and the men who 
support them, said, ‘Where there is one 
man talking in the meeting, there are 
a hundred busily thinking at home.” The 
fact is, that we are in the midst of an awak- 
ening of agricultural thought that is really 
phenomenal. With the thinking come im- 
provement, better tillage, better crops, bet- 
ter stock and better profits, and, what is 
best of all,a higber intellectual, and I 
trust, moral life. The agencies that speed 
this movement, the forms of nutriment on 


S which it thrives, are manifold. The future 


welfare of our race, material, intellectual 
and moral, depends upon the food supply, 
or in other words, upon the products of the 
soil. This in turn pe ow — to . ques- 
tion of the supply of p! oric acid, pot- 
ash and nitrogen. nan 8 of the first two 
for indefinite time to come is assured in the 
deposits of phosphates and potash salts 
already discovered. But the supply of the 
nitrogen is still in question. This costliest 
of the fertilizing elements escapes from our 
soils into the air and into the sea, and is 
taken away by crops, and not completely 
returned. The artificial supplies in com- 
mercial fertilizers promise to meet but a 
small fraction of the coming demand. If, 
as some are inclined to beli the ex- 
haustless stores of the atmosphere are not 
available to plants, the outlook is dark 
enough. But if the farmer may use his 
plants to gather it without money and 
without price, we may discuss our solici- 





tude. With the assurance that plants ob- 
tain nit: n from the air, the dismal doc- 
trine of Malthus, which prophesies starva- 


tion for the over-popula' earth of the 
future, may, with other kindred forms 
of pessimism, be happily ignored, That 
the research of the future will bring the 
brighter answer to this problem, there 
— to me to be most excellent ground to 
ope.

The Food of Plants. 


How are the food elements of plants ob- 
tained? We long ago learned that it was 
more easy to ask questions than to answer 
them. Yet the attempt to make reply has 
often led to study which has made reply 
possible. While some of the constituent 
elements of plants may be obtained through 
the agency of the atmosphere, the most of 
them are derived from the soil. Carbon, 
which composes one-half of the v ble 
world, is supplied through both earth and 
air; the amount of this substance obtained 

the agency of the foliage from the 
air, probably varies under different condi- 
tions, but most authorities are agreed that 
the larger amount is furnished the plant in 
this manner. Hooker says, ‘‘What propor- 
tion of the carbon comes from the air is not 
known, but it is probably by no means 
always the same.” Water is supplied to 
the plant, not through the foliage, but 
through the roots from the soi]. ‘hat all 
of the elements necessary to sustain plant 
life may be furnished by air and water, is 
shown by the fact that plants will root and 
grow in a dish of water, and also by the 
development of some seeds which will 
sprout and make a considerable growth in 
a bed of cotton floating in water. In each 
of the cases mentioned, the growth is weak 
and imperfect, and seeds will not be formed, 
or if formed will be small, imperfect and 
lacking in vitality. Of the food elements 
obtained through the soil, we have to con- 
cern ourselves with only three. Those 
three are now so well known that any de- 
tailed mention of them is not necessary. 
Potash, (K.) phosphoric acid (P. 2, O. 5,) 
and nitrogen (N.) are the elements of food 
which we have to supply to our crops in 
some form. 

Liebig divided all cultivated crops into 
three classes, viz.. potash plants, leguminous 
or lime plants, silica plants. ‘To the first 
belong the root crops, potatoes, beets, tur- 
nips, etc.; to the secund belong clover, 

as, beans, etc.; tothe third class be- 
ongs the different grains. In the practi- 
cal study of economy of plant food, it is 
important that the characteristics of the 
plants of these three classes be well under- 
stood. With an understanding of the 
needs of these classes, or groups, a definite 
and practical system of rotation becomes 
possible to all farmers. ‘The >! of 
the soil may be maintained with the least 

ssible application of manures when an 
ntelligent system of rotation is practiced, 
with reference to needs of each crop 
grown. There is no good reason wh 
crops can not be grown upon the same soil 
for an indefinite period of time, if the rota- 
tion and application of manures are each 
made with regard to the crops grown. 
Perhaps, under right management, one 
kind of crop might be grown continually 
upon the same piece of land, but such a 
course, if possible, would not be profitable 
to most men. 

















As the process of disintegration is con- & 


stantly going on in the soil, and as food el- 
ements are being set free, it follows that 
the best advantage can be taken of the 
work of nature by rotating with such crops 
as shall drain the soil uniformly, thus keep- 
ing the balance always even. Some crops 
yield a large amount of humus, while 
others take to a great degree from the soil 
of this substance. The importance of hu- 
mus to the soil can not be overestimated. 
It fills three distinct offices. It holds am- 
monia, it retains moisture, and has a me- 
chanical effect in the disintegrating pro- 
cess. Decaying vegetable matter contains 
a large amount of carbon, and this sub- 
stance will take up ninety times its own 
bulk of ammonia (Steele.) 

It is said that there are sections of Ohio 
which are composed of a sandy soil like 
that of New England in places. Yet, our 
soil, which contains the same elements of 
plant food in the same quantity, can be 
made to produce a profitable crop only by 
the frequent application of manures, while 
our western relative has raised 75 bushels 
of corn per acre for 50 successive years. 
Where is the differnece? It isin the me- 
chanical condition. Hence, anything that 
tends to disintegrate our soils must be re- 

arded as advantageous. Humus plays av 
mportant part in this respect. As nature 
has an abundant supply of plant food 
locked up in her storehouse, that method 
which obtains the most of nature’s provis- 
ion is the one most profitable to follow.

What Success Means. 


What does success in the poultry busi- 
ness mean? It means, first of al!, that the 
man must be adapted to his business. No 
person need hope to make a very marked 
success who does not have a natura! liking 
for the fowls, and for the work consequent 
upon their keeping. ‘This matter of natural 
aptitude is, I consider, of the first and 
— importance. Having, then, the 

rst essential element that brings s 
let us consider some of the lesser, but by 
no means unimportant, matters. 

Poultry keeping is a work that is made 
2 the most part of small matters. 

is being the case, it becomes of the ut- 
most importance that we look closely after 
the details of the work. Inno case cana 
man afford to waste his substance, if he 
be living on a farm in Maine, whether he 
be engaged in making “gilt edge” butter, 
or in growing Piymouth Rock chicks. 
This is especially true of the latter work. 
In no case does the saying, ‘Take care of 
the cents and the dollars will take care of 
themselves,” apply with more force than 
in poultry keeping, whether the object be 


cope or meat. 
aving in our work been confined ex- 
clusively to the production of eggs, it may 
be well to notice some of the causes that 
have led to success, as well as those that 
produce failure. It is possible to learn 
more from failure than from success; for 
this reason, it would be better if we had 
more causes of failure recorded than we 
now do. In this connection it may not be 
out of place to state that an attempt to keep 
a flock of hens, made up of about equal 
numbers of a small and a large breed, re- 
sulted in a decided failure. It was found 
impossible to keep both breeds in * lay- 
ing condition at the same time. food 
that kept the smaller and more active hens 
in just the right order for profit would not 
meet the requirements of the larger bid- 
Ex mce and observation both go 
this is one great cause of fail- 
ure in egg production. A mixed flock of 
large breeds may lay as well as — 
they were pure bred, or the same with 
smaller breeds, but when the mixture is 
composed of large and small a large margin 
of profit is impossible. 

arm quarters are absolutely indispensa- 
ble if eggs are to be forthcoming in cold 
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purchased. Every kind of food necessary 
to keep a hen in a good, thrifty, laying 
condition can be grown upon most any 
farm in Maine if the proper conditions are 
observed. Grown, not at a loss, but ata 
profit. Make a profit on the crop, a profit 
on the hens, and be happy. 

One more essential element of success 
and we will bring our letter toa close. 


Don’t neglect to keep your accounts with 
the flock. It will do you to ‘‘keep 
books” on the farm, with the biddies. 


By a correct system of accounts we can 
know where profit comes and loss occurs.

They were surprised 
to learn that some farmers, even in Rock- 
land, were not giving this grand enterprise 
their support, when it was so much needed 
in order to give the patrons good prices for 
cream. They regarded it an honor to any 
farmer to be one of those who gave it his 
su oa the first year, while it was estab- 
lishing permanency and a reputation, even 
though the prices received were less than 
those _ by creameries long established. 
Considering the number of patrons who 
have contributed to aid this creamery, it 
has — accomplished wonderful re- 
sults, viz., in establishing a reputation for 
a quality of butter second to none made in 
this State, and second, in creating a de- 
mand more than ten times greater than the 
present supply. 

The managers have already started a 
new cream route in West Warren, aud are 
seriously considering routes in Union and 
Hope. The situation of this creamery is ex- 
cellent for good results, close proximity to 
ood markets, and excellent facilities for 
transportation to outside markets, also a 
large demand for sweet cream in the sum- 
mer months at profitable prices, and a good 
market for buttermilk, being near three 
large towns. Great credit is due the man- 
agement for what has been accomplished. 
Only one thing now is needed to make it 
profitable and permanent, and that is for 
the farmers to unite and furnish the 
cream. It is truly passing strange that 
any farmer living within its limits cannot 
see thatitis greatly for his pecuniary in- 
terest to give it his hearty support. How- 
ever, it is bound to succeed, whether such 
men come in or stay out.

This nervous energy is the result of gen- 
erations of breeding, and while it insures 
speed, calls for extra care and attention. 
Once in a great while a dull mettled horse 
has speed, but the great majority depend 
upon their nervous energies to carry them 
along. A well bred trotter scents the bat- 
tle from afar, and goes into the contest 
with « readiness that shows not only a wil- 
ling spirit, but a desire for the fray. In 
scoring, the horse will often give evidence 
of as much intelligence as its owner, swing- 
ing into line, taking the right position, and 
showing, by every movement, its love of 
the contest. The desire to trot has heen 
secured by breeding, and is the result of 
nervous energy stored through generations 
and strengthened by education and feeding. 





Poultry Department, 
: The kernel of “successful chicken grow- 
ing does not lie in this or that manner of 
hatching, but in the system of treating and 
feeding after they are hatched. 


No department suffers so much for the 
want of common sense in the method of 
feeding as the poultry. Inagreat majority 
of cases success comes in spite of, rather 
than because of, the kind or quantity of 
food given. 








In using d of any kind in the poultry 
yard exercise the greatest care. Far more 
injury will be caused by the careless use of 
these agents, than 5! failing to use at all. 
Don’t over-dose. All of the agents, valu- 
able in themselves, become very injurious if 
used in excess. Kerosene, so valuable, 
should be used with the greatest care. 
Grease of all kinds is repugnant to the 
hens, and must be used with discretion. 


Ten hens rightly managed will return as 
— a profit rey as onecow. That is, 
a dairy cow would have to yield cream 
sufficient to make two hundred and fifty 
pounds of butter, at twenty cents, in order 
to pay as much as ten hens might be made 
to pay. The cow that will yield this 
amount is far above the average of those 
kept, and the hens must be equally in ad- 
vance of average stock. It will cost as 
much or more labor to take proper care of 
the hens, but the amount of money invested 
will be far less. The ratio of profit comes 
in return for constant attention, but the 
person who applies himself studiously and 
persistently, cannot begin to measure the 
results. The - o— standards of to-day 
are not the full measure of production. 
When, by the application of skill and intel- 
ligence, breeding and feeding are carried 
forward in the most thorough and sys- 
tematic manner, we shal] begin to realize 
how much there is to this seemingly little 
industry.

Winter Flowers. 


A few flowers in winter are very wel- 
come, and as many window plants produce 
but few flowers dw the winter season, 
we must depend on the bulbs for flowers. 
There are two kinds of bulbs for window 
culture; one is hardy and one is tender. 
The hardy bulbs are the varieties such as 
are planted in the open ground in the fall, 
for early spring flowers, such as the hya- 
cinth, narcissus, crocus, jonquil, and 
others, and they are lovely if set in pots or 
boxes, and made to bloom in the house in 
winter. Set the bulbs in good rich soil; 
water, and set in a cellar or any dark place, 
where they will not freeze, for four or five 
weeks; then bring out to the light and 
warmth of the living room, and the leaves 
and buds will soon appear. Set a hyacinth 
in a four inch pot, cover with soil all but 
the very top of the bulb, and set in the 
dark while it is making roots, about three 
or four weeks, and when set ina warm, 
sunny window, it will surprise you with its 
rapid growth, while its fragrant flowers 
will perfume the room. The crocus is one 
of my favorites,and every winter I have 
them in my window. I have the white, 
yellow, blue, and purple striped. For a 
four inch pot I use three or four bulbs. 
The crocus is easily brought into bloom, 
but seldom cultivated as a window plant. 

There are some of the so-called hardy 
bulbs which are too tender to live in the 
open ground over winter, here at the north, 
although they are hardy at the south; but 
they are lovely for pot plants. Among 
them are the paper white narcissus; its 
flowers are beautiful, pure, waxen white, 
and very fragrant. Florists sell these 
bulbs at ten cents each, and they are well 
worth it. Another narcissus which is very 
hardy here is the Poet’s Cup, a pure white 
flower three inches in diameter, with a yel- 
low cup in-the center, edged with crimson. 
They are very fragrant, and may be culti- 
vated either as a pot or garden flower, and 
are very cheap, being only five cents each 
in the catalogues. The double white nar- 
cissus, also double yellow and yellow Trum- 
pet, are also fine for either the window or 
garden. The Bermuda lily, or, as it is 
more often called, Easter lily, with its pure 
white lilies, should be in every collection. 
Itis not hardy at the north, but blooms 
well in pots. ° 

One of the most popular bulbs for winter 
cultivation now is the Chinese, or Sacred 
lily, or, as it is often called, the Joss 
flower, or Flower of God. The Chinese 
have these flowers in bloom at Christmas 
time, and set them around their “‘Joss,” as 
a Christmas offering. The bulbs are quite 
large, and are set in bowls of water; 
enough clean sand and pebbles, or even 
shells or tiny rocks, are put in the bowl to 
keep the bulb from tipping over; setina 
window, and it will begin to grow, and in 
two or three weeks will be in bloom. 
Bulbs set this month will bloom at Christ- 
mas. We getour bulbs by the basket of 
thirty bulbs, direct from China.

True Friendship. 


There are many people to whom the chief 
use of friendship seems to be the abuse ef 
it.

Da Fonseca, Senior Constant, and others, 
proceeded to Petropolis and informed the 
Emperor he had been dethroned. Dom 
Pedro, supported by his family, received 
the deputation with absolute composure. 
Gen. Da Fonseca was spokesman. He said 
Brazil was advanced far enough in the path 
of civilization to dispense with a monarchy. 
The country, while grateful to the Emperor 
for his patriotic services, was firmly re- 
solved to recognize only a republic. Dom 
Pedro made a dignified reply and declined 
to abdicate, but said he would yield to 
force. The Imperial family were allowed 
an hour to prepare for departure, and was 
escorted by soldiers to the outer harbor, 
where a man-of-war was lying under steam. 
The captain received instructions to sail as 
soon as the Imperial family embarked. He 
received sealed orders instructing him the 
route to take. Lisbon is supposed to be 
the destination. The Brazilian republic 
will give the Emperor a certain amount to 
live on in Europe. 

Dom Pedro is 64 years old. His father 
was the first Emperor of Brazil. His reign 
has been an era of continued progress and 
prosperity for a country that has been con- 
stantly distracted by the quarrels of fac- 
tions, and frequently torn by civil war. The 
nation has made great advance in the path 
of civilization and material development. 
Population has increased, schools have been 
established, railways built, vast tracts of 
country explored and settled, and lines of 
steam communication established upon the 
great interior rivers, as well as between the 
seaports and the United States and Europe. 
But the crowning act of all was the emanci- 
pation of the slaves. On May 14, 1888, the 
Brazilian legislature passed an act abolish- 
ing slavery. This was done under the reg- 
ency of Princess Isabella, or, as she was 
then the Countess d’Eu, she having married 
Count d’Eu, a member of the Bourbon fam- 
ily of France. The Emperor at the time 
of the act of emancipation was in Europe, 
where he had gone for the benefit of his 
health. 

A temporary cabinet has been organized, 
and great enthusiasm prevails. The gov- 
ernors named by the provisional govern- 
ment are all military men. The five arti- 
cles of the government decree are: 

First. A Republic is proclaimed. 

Second. The Provinces of Brazil are 
united by federation, and compose the 
United States of Brazil. 

Third. Each State 
local government. 

Fourth. Each State will send a represen- 
tative to Congress, which will convene 
shortly, the final decision of which the 
provisional government will await. 

Fifth. Meantime governors of States will 
adopt means to maintain order and protect 
citizens’ rights. The nation’s internal and 
external relations will be represented, 
meanwhile, by the provisional government. 

It is doubted by thoughtful men whether 
Brazil is yet ready for republican institu- 
tions, and the permanency of the present 
state of affairs is not by any means assured. 
A popular movement in favor of a repub- 
lic cannot spring up in a night, without 
any warning. 

The overthrow of the monarchy has 
temporarily paralyzed business, but how 
it will affect this country, is the question. 
A long internecine strife would be seriously 
felt here, inasmuch as we depend upon 
that country for a large part of our coffee 
supply, and for about all our rubber. But 
there seems to be no danger of strife. The 
fact that the army supports this revolution- 
ary movement is evidence that the ports are 
not likely to be blockaded, nor is it proba- 
ble that the chief lines of transportation 
will be interrupted. Indeed, it must be to 
all parties and factions a matter of anxiety 
that the marketing of the coffee crop, just 
now about to begin, should be interrupted 
as little as possible, and against an army in 
possession of the centres and avenues of 
trade resistance can hardly be speedily or- 
ganized. As to the rubber supply, that is 
likely to be even less affected. -It comes 
mainly through Para, at the mouth 
of the Amazon, a vast distance from Rio 
Janeiro, where the revolution has taken 
place. If the popular feeling supports the 
change of government, there may be no se- 
rious disturbance of trade in the distant 
northern provinces. If the popular feeling 
in them opposes the revolution, it will take 
considerable time for the new rulers to es- 
tablish and consolidate their power in the 
south, before attempting to reduce to sub- 
jection the region of the Amazon, more 
than 1,500 miles away. 


FARMERS’ CONGRESS. The Farmers’ 
National Congress assembled at Montgom- 
ery, Ala., Wednesday of last week. Dele- 
gates were present from every State and 
territory. Maine was well represented. 
Addresses of welcome were delivered by 
Mayor Graham for the city, E. J. Carlisle 
for the State Agricultural Society, Com- 
missioner Kolb on behalf of the State. Re- 
sponses were made by the delegates. Com- 
missioner Kolb, president of the congress, 
delivered the annual address. The session 
continued the most of three days, im- 
portant questions relating to the farmer’s 
calling being discussed. Resolutions were 
adopted, demanding that while Congress 
maintains the policy of a protective tariff, 
that all farm products shall be as fully 
protected as the most favored manufactur- 
ing industries, and that while the pro- 
tective tariff is maintained which sub- 
stantially protects the importation of for- 
eign carpets, and many other articles of 
manufactured goods, they demand that the 
duties on mutton, sheep and wool of all 
kinds shali be so increased as to equally 
prohibit the importation of mutton, sheep, 
wool, and every kind which can, under 
protection, be sufficiently produced in the 
United States to supply all American 
wants, including a better class of carpet 
wools; calling for a tariff on wool import- 
ed to make carpets, as high as on that im- 
ported to make coats; threatening, it this 
protection be denied, to call upon the farm- 
ers to assert their power at the ballot box,

official age BrizF REVIEW OF THE ICE BUSINESs. 





The ice shipping season on the Kennebec is 
about closed, the Knickerbockers being the 
only concern which is now moving ice. A 
prominent operator estimates the ice un- 
shipped on the river at 75,000 tons, Abram 
Rich having 5,000; Knickerbocker Ice Co., 
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tention. The cars from New England 
were properly labelled ‘‘New England del- 
egation, Patrons of Husbandry, bound for 
California.” The entire company from 
New England remained over one day in 
Chicago, the 5th of November. At Denver, 
the entire company was hospitably enter- 
tained by a banquet, prepared by the pat- 
rons of husbandry of Colorado; and later 
in the evening there was a public reception, 
given by the Board of Trade of that city. 
We take the following extract from the 
Denver Rocky Mountain News: 

The special train containing the delegates 
to the meeting of the National Grange, to 
be held at Sacramento, arrived at the Union 
depot yesterday afternoon at 3.20 o’clock, 
via the Santa Fé. The train consisted of a 
locomotive, baggage, two day coaches, 
four tourist cars and two Pullmans. The 
delegates were met at the depot by a local 
reception committee, and escorted to their 
various hotels. The largest number are 
stopping at the American. Among the dis- 
tinguished passengers were ex-Gov. Robie 
of Maine, and Gov. Luce of Michigan. 
The object of the sojourn in Denver was to 
take a brief rest on their long journey, and 
accept an invitation from the members of 
the chamber of commerce to enjoy a recep- 
tion given in their honor. It was also an 
inducement to present Denver’s claims for 
the next national convention. 

The chamber of commerce in the evening, 
was filled with an audience com of 
both muscle and culture. To the latter 
might appropriately be added, agri-culture. 
A combination of circumstances, together 
with the indifference of some leading citi- 
zens, prevented a fulfillment of the rosy 
hued cordiality pictured to the delegates 
when the invitation was extended. The 
sturdy tillers of the soil felt somewhat sen- 
sitive over the fact that the only occupants 
of the hall, with five exceptions, were dele- 
gates. There was a painful scarcity of 
Denver citizens. A gloomy vista of empty 
chairs greeted the speakers from the 
seventh row back to the rear of the hall. 
The guests, however, sat immovable, and 
listened with passive chilliness to the 
mumbling apologies made for the absence 
of the scheduled speakers. Gov. Cooper 
was sick. He sent no regrets. The guber- 
natorial indifference somewhat agitated the 
slumbering leopard within the breasts of 
the disappointed Grangers. President 
Chamberlain also failed to materialize; he 
was snow bound. 

Ex-Gov. Robie of Maine—In Maine the 
Grange is very strong, having probably the 
largest membership of any State in the 
union. The increase for the past eight 
years has been marked, the additions being 
on an average over 1000 per year during 
that time, and for the year 1889 the addi- 
tions will number over 2000. Almost 
every agricultural town in the State has a 
subordinate Grange, and it has given the 
farmers and their families opportunities 
for intellectual and social culture, for 
which they so much stood in need, and it 
has not been without its financial benefits. 
I have been State Master of our Grange for 
the past eight years, and perhaps have had 
superior facilities to judge of its advan- 
tages. Iam in accord with the sentiment 
of all our farmers, when J say that the 
Grange has been of great benefit to us in 
numberless ways. The order has been 
well represen in our State legislative 
bodies, and these have never refused to 
pass all reasonable and just propositions 
brought forward by our order. The 
Grange starts out with the idea that agri- 
culture has an interest peculiar to itself, 
and in the present condition of the material 
interests, and being the most important, it 
should and must be protected and defended 
by those intimately connected with it. 
There are some burdens, growing out of 
what seems to be unjust taxation, which 
weigh heavily on the farmers of the coun- 
try. While many of the patrons are in fa- 
vor of a protective tariil, they are so to 
this extent, that they wish equal protection 
for the raw material and all products of the 
soil when they enter into foreign competi- 
tion. 

There are many public measures like the 
elevation of the secretary of agriculture to 
a place in the Presidential cabinet. The 
laws affecting the product of the dairy as 
against oleomargarine, the inter-State com- 
merce law, giving equal facilities and price 
on transportation and passenger rates; a 
law appropriating money for experimental 
agriculture, which in its infancy developed 
much good. ‘These and others received the 
sanction of the Grange, and have been 
brought about by its efforts. The tendency 
will be to strengthen the above jnterests in 
the coming session. A hundred years from 
this date will live a people whose destinies 
we to-day hold in our hands. It is our im- 
perative duty to see to it that those things 
which can best be done now to provide for 
the future should be done. The preserva- 
tion of our forests, the reservation of sev- 
eral great national parks within these 
grand mountains of yours, so that the 
future generations may enjoy them, are 
among some of the duties; but first and 
above all, is the fact that now, while 
Americans are composed of labo men, 
and when labor stands higher than it has 
ever stood in the history of the world, we 
should instil by proper education its true 
nobility into the mind and heart. 

He regretted that the citizens of Colorado 
had not filled the hall to overflowing to 
listen to talks about crops and the advan- 
tages of the Grange. He spoke of the ag- 
ricultural development of America, and of 
the many good citizens that New England 
had sent to the West. The speaker sat 
down amid applause. 

The company left Denver Thursday 
morning, Nov. 7th, and passed through a 
portion of the Rocky Mountains during the 
night. The moon never shone any 
brighter, and most of the company sat up 
looking at the gorgeous and wonderful 
mountain scenery of this continent. Fri- 
day afternoon, after a continuous journey 
of the same magnificent character, the pat- 
rons of husbandry arrived at the “Garden 
of the gods,” and visited other attractive 
places. Early in the evening, the company 
started for Salt Lake City, and arrived 
there Saturday at 10 o'clock, A.M. The 
entire company attended “‘divine services” 
at the Mormon tabernacle. There were 
nearly 8000 people at the meeting. The 
cummunion service and the sermon were 
ordinary, but the music of the large choir 
was excellent. 

The company will leave for Sacramento 
this evening, and will arrive there Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 12th. The National Grange 
will assemble at the State House, Wednes- 
day, at 12 o’clock A. M. It will be a very 
interesting and important meeting, and the 
California State government and the pat- 
rons of husbandry have raised fifteen to 
twenty thousand dollars for excursions, 
entertainments and other demonstrations, 
in honor of the organization which has so 
strong a foothold in the State of 
Salt Lake City, Nov. 11.

Our increase of membership has partially 
come from the organization of seven dor- 
mant Granges and six new Granges, but 
the large increase of membership is due to 
the active effort of Granges already hold- 
ing the field in nearly every important ag- 
ricultural town in the State. Our increase 
during the year has been 1952; the number 
of active Granges in the State is 221; the 
number of dormant Granges is 84; the 
number of patrons on the books, by 
the returns of the retary for the quar- 
ter ending June 30th, 1889, is 16,261; of 
this number, 15,209 have paid their annual 
dues. Weare the largest Grange State in 
the Union, and have paid into the national 
treasury this year, $708.63. Twenty or 
more public lectures delivered by the 
Worthy Master of the National Grange, in 
different and remote sections of the State, 
at the expense of the State Grange, have 
resulted in much good. In consequence of 
this and other agencies, as 1 am informed 
by our State Secretary, our numerical force 
is likely to reach 17,018 members before 
our annual meeting in the city of Belfast, 
which convenes on the 17th of December. 
L attribute our good standing to a better 
appreciation of the declaration of purposes 
among the farmers of our State. The 
Maine Farmer has done good service, and 
the papers of each of the political parties 
of the State of Maine reached out a friend- 
ly hand, and on every occasion have es- 
used our cause.

MORE THAN A GALLON FOR EVERY PER- 
son. The annual report of Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Mason, covering the 
operations of the bureau for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1889, shows internal reve- 
nue receipts from all sources for the year 
of $130,894,434. The estimated receipts 
during the current fiscal year reach $135,- 
000,000. The revenue from spirits during 
the past fiscal year aggregated $74,312,206, 
an increase of $5,006,039 over the preceding 
year; from fermented liquors, $23,723,835 
or $399,616 more than the preceding year; 
from tobacco, $31,866,860, an increase of 
$1,204,428 over she preceding year; from 
oleomargarine, $894,247 against $864,139 
the preceding year, and from miscellaneous 
sources, $97,284 or 72,335 less than the 
preceding year. The percentage of the 
cost of the collection of this revenue was a 
fraction less than 3 2-10 per cent, exactly 
the same as the percentage of cost for the 
preceding fiscal year. 

The whole number of grain distilleries 
registered during the fiscal year was 1440, 
of which 1267 were operated, an increase 
during the year of 140 registered and 238 
operated. There were 3126 fruit distiller- 
ies registered and 3072 operated, an increase 
of 442 registered and 465 operated. The 
total number of grain, molasses and fruit 
distilleries registered and operated during 
the year was 4576 and 4349 respectively. 
Twenty million, nine hundred and ninety 
thousand, nine hundred twenty four bush- 
els of grain were used in the production of 
spirits during the year, an increase of 4,868,- 
415 bushels over the amount used in the 
preceding year, and 235,369 bushels less 
than the average of the last ten years. 
There were of distilled spirits actually in 
warehouses at the beginning of the fiscal 
year 61,033,018 gallons, and there were pro- 
duced during the fiscal year, 89,358,510 
gallons. A withdrawn tax was paid dur- 
ing the fiscal year on 75,901,735 gallons; 
withdrawn for exportation, 2,590,235 gal- 
lons; withdrawn for scientific purposes, 
destroyed by fire, loss by leakage, etc., 
3,387,488 gallons; total, 81,979,458 gallons. 
There were remaining in warehouses at the 
end of the fiscal year, 68,512,070 gallons. 
The commissioner estimates the quantity 
of distilied spirits in the United States, ex- 
cept what may have been in the customs 
bonded warehouses October Ist of this 
year, at 102,550,982 gallons. During the 
year 464 illicit stills were seized, and 236 
persons connected with them arrested. 

The total production of tobacco and snuff 
for the year was 235,147,279 pounds, an in- 
crease of 12,280,450 pounds over the preced- 
ing fiscial year. The production of cigars 
and cherotes was 3,869,089,965 ; of cigarettes 
2,398,195,110. The average monthly pro- 
duction of oleomargarine during the fiscal 
year was 3,972,002 pounds. The average 
monthly production in the previous year 
was 2,860,460 pounds. There was an in- 
crease in the number of persons engaged 
in the sale of eleomargarine during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, and an 
increase in its consumption at home and 
abroad. 

The commissioner reviews the recom- 
mendations of his predecessorsin regard 
to the expediency of taxing all the fractions 
of a gallon of distilled spirits, and express- 
es the hope that legislation will be had to 
effectually remove all opportunity for 
evasions of the existing law on this subject.

—An intelligent correspondent, who has

ing the Rockland Creamery, says in a note: 
**We have a good many moss-backs here, 
which has made it harder for us than other- 
wise, but we have done remarkably well. 
These old fellows need stirring up once in 
a while, to make them see what is good for 
themselves.” 


—John Wyman has bought nearly all the 
salable apples in Palmyra and vicinity; 
price from $1.25 to $2. 


—Mr. Henry Lancaster is buying apples 
at West Pittsfield, and paying $2 a barrel 
for them. 


—The New Gloucester and Danville 
Farmers’ Club at a recent meeting voted to 
try and raise money to build an exhibition 
hall on the fair grounds. It is reported 
that about $800 has already been sub- 
scribed. 


—Thomas Plummer of Alna, this season 
raised on one vine 163‘ lbs. of pumpkins. 


—Mr. H. C. Glidden of Presque Isle, 
raised 3000 bushels potatoes on eleven acres, 
and from them got 1000 barrels assorted 
potatoes. 


—Howard Gould and Daniel Bailey, both 
Farmington young men, have come to the 
conclusion that Maine is a good State to 
make money in and they have set out in 
earnest in a substantial manner. They 
have purchased a large farm in Mt. Vernon, 
and thoroughly stocked it with nice cattle, 





a large maple orchard which they will 
work every spring. The past season they 
have raised about 300 chickens, produced 
large quantities of nice butter and cheese, 
beside filling their large barn with hay and 
grain, and their cellar with fruit from their 
orchard. 

Messrs. H. F. Webb & Co. at Dry Mills, 
Gray, have packed this season 175,000 
cans of corn. For this they have paid 
$4000; for labor, $2000; for cases, $1000. 
‘The number of acres of corn used are 90, 
and the average per acre realized by the 
farmer is $38.88 8-9. They have shipped 
nearly two-thirds of this pack, and the 
balance will follow immediately. 


Rep WaTER. Mr. Editor: We have an 
ox here that makes bloody water. We 
have no means of knowing what caused 
it. Can you give me a remedy for it in 
Respectfully, 

Shirley, Now. 14. W. W. SAWTELLE. 
It is seldom that this disease appears with 
cattle that are well fed and cared for. 
There are two causes for bloody water. In 
the disease technically known as Harmatu- 
ria, the urine is of a reddish color, and in 
the early stages the animal eats well, and 
shows little outward appearance of sick- 
ness. After a time, however, if the disease 
progresses, the animal moves stiffly and 
shows a dragging movement of the hind- 
quarters in walking. Appetite then be- 
gins to fail, and the animal is constipated. 
The cause is attributed to a disordered 
state of the digestive organs occasioned by 
innutritious food, which in time affects the 
state of the blood. The treatment in this 
case suggests itself—a gradual change to a 
proper diet. A relaxed condition of the 
bowels should be produced. 

The bloody water is sometimes caused by 

inflammation of the kidneys. In this case 
the animal will stand with his back arched, 
and shows tenderness over the kidneys. 
Urine is passed more frequently than usual 
and in small quantities, and at times will 
be tinged with blood. The animal is re- 
luctant to stir, and shows stiffness in movy- 
ing. Exposure to cold and wet, and the 
eating of improper plants, is attributed as a 
cause. 
Murray says the treatment in such cases 
should be two-fold. First, to relieve the 
pain by external application, and second, to 
allay the inflammation by internal reme- 
dies. For external treatment, wring blank- 
ets in hot water and wrap hip and loins, 
and then cover with dry blankets. Cleanse 
the bowels by injections, and follow with 
three or four quarts of linseed tea. Repeat 
the treatment until the animal is relieved, 
after which much care must be exercised 
as to diet.
